s BRITAIN'S TEA ACCOUNT. 
Tho Remarkable Falling off of 
China Tea. 

An interesting paper was ingued on the 
20th May by the Bourd of Trade showing 
whnt has been the per’eapita consumption 
of tea during tho‘three years 1998-1900 in 
| the prineipal eountriea of Europe and in 
the United States. From the figures given 
it appears that in the Unity Kingdon over 
lbs, df tea per head of the Population aro 
consumed, “Sixteon yoars age, the per 
capita consumption amounted to, ap- 
proximately, ths. There is no other Euro- 
pean conntry where such a per eapita con- 
sumption is approached. Indeed there is 
no other European country, with the ex- 
ception of Holland, where tho consumption 
of ten exceeds Ib. par hedd. In “Russia 
andin the United States, which are the 
other two large tea-consuming. countries, 
the consumption amounta to about 1b. per 
‘head’ in France the total quantity af tea 
consumed is under 23 million Lbs., or ,06 
ofalb. por head of the population; and in 
‘Germany it is 6} million 1hs., or .12o0f a Ib, 
per head+ of tho populstion. Thero is, 
however, a considerable consumption of 
tenia Canada, Australia, and New Zealand, 
und although the total quantity consumed 
iss much stnller than in, the Mother 
Contry, the per eapitn consumption is 
hage, averaging about Tilbs. in Austratia, 
which creatly exceeds that .of Canada, and 
is lurgest in Western Australia. The total 
consumption of tea in the United Kingdom 


countrivs and the United States put 
towether. During the 16 years from 1884 
Le 1900, it has risen fron: 175 million tbs. 6 
200 millions, an increase of 43 par cent. 

As regards sources of supply, it aypears 
from the tables appended to the mem. 
orandum that the tea consumed iu the Uni- 
ted Kingdom is derived principally from 
British india and Coylon, the, quantity 
obtained from China having diminished of 
late years, not oniy telatively but nbaolute. 
Ay. being in L900 fess than half what it vas 
in 1893, OF the Glbs, of ten, which is the 


present yearly per capita consumption, tittle 
mote than one-third of a pound is Chinese, 
whilo about 341bs. come from India, and 
2} bs. from Ceylon, The consumptiun of tox 
from Ceylon is at present increasing at a 
mor rapid rate than that fram India, In 
1893, of Sibs. consumed per hed, 27lbs. 
come from India, 1 2-3lbs. Fram Ceylon, and 
the remainder mustly from China, 

There are no available statistics uf the 
production of tea in China, but certain 
particulars are given «as Aogards the 
other principal countries of production— 
India, Ceylon. Jupan, and Java, Of these, 
countries, Ching is still the largest exporter 
of.tea, theush the quantity exported is 
by no means so large as it used to he ; thus, 
in the pericd, 1884-86, tho amount uf ten 
exported from China averaged 282 million 

sy while ir, the period, 18981010, it 
averaged 202 imillion lbs, adecresse af 25 
percent. Meanwhile the exports of tea 
from the three other producing countries 
have heen constantly inersasing “of Jato 
yents ; in the care of British Tnilin the ex. 
ports have doubled in 13 years, while in 
the case of Ceylon the export, which is 
now nearly 156 millions, was, in 1854, only 
tive millions of pounds, 

The fluctuations in the declared valu 
per lb. of the tea at the time of landing in 
this country are worthy of remark. ‘Thus 
it will be found that in 1884 the value of 
the ter landed in this country averaged 
Lijd. per Tb., in 1900 it averaged about 
Sid. Tho landing vslue of the tun import. 
ed from British India was, iy 1834, 
L4..2d., “in 1900 it was sia’ 
Tho yalue of that imported’ from Ceylory 
was {7-26d. per Ib in B84 : in 190K) if waa 
8.591. Chinese tea in 1884 avernyed 10,” 
59d, in LAO tt averaged 7. Tt ix of 
interest, moreaver, to comparo these land- 
ing values in the United Kingdom with the 
Rechirved valves of the toa 
various producing countries, though it must 
always be borne in mind that these latter 
values relute to exports to nl countries, and 
nor to the Waited Kingdom only, Thas we 
find that the exports of ten from British 
Indinin 1884 were valued st 4a. perth;
